I am rather pessimistic about getting help for a student 
tour of Janan. I have received answer^ from some very sympathetic 
friends in America who tell us that thetfe churches and colleges 
are hard hit by the economic depresslon^and that they can’t do 
anything extra, much as they would like to. I still hope we 
can make it possible for a few to go. 

At present the situation in China is strange indeed. 

The Feng-Yen combination was about to win, when It seems money was 
too much forgone, .of Feng's generals in Ceng's rear, who they say 
sold out to MukdaiJ*for three million dollrsj Chang Hsueh Liang 
controls all north of th* Yellow river and at Techow, north of us, 
all freight Is re-loaded and all passengers change trains, which 
means a stop of five hours. This shows that Mukden and Nanking 
are not eo-oneratlng. The economic losses of these wars and the 
people's suffering Is terrific. Trains are so crowded that the 
roofs of the cars are full of people and the passengers are shoved 
by coolies in through the windows. 


We have < organized an International Friendship Club which 
holds a public meeting, every two weeks. w e have had an address 
on "Post Waff World Problems”, another by a League of Nation's 
representative who spoke on the Health ^ork of the League and 
tonight we have an address on the "Problems of the Pacific' . 

I am in touch with a half dozen Middle Schools who are organizing 
such groups with the purpose of studying the causes of war and of 
promoting International friendship. 

We will much appreciate it If you and Dr. Eddy can find 
a way to help us to make our tour to Japan possible next summer. 

I only plan for a group of ten or twelve, Including advanced students 
and a few teachers.
